The Pacific railroad bill has passed by 


the Senate is in SO sections. The effort of 
Mr. .Howard to keep Mr. Fremont out of 
it wu defeated by '*a strong majority, and 
Fremont and Bosecrans are both among 
tbe corporators, which include, tbo names 
of about 150 gentlemen more or less known 
in railroad and political affairs. The line 
chartered is from Marshall, Texas, to Son 
Diego, California. On the section from 
Marshall ;to EIJP&so the State offTexas 
gives lands. 
In California the govern- 


ment grant is 20 sections a mile, and in 
N*w Mexico and. Arizona it is 40 sections 
a mile. There is connection on this and 
with Fulton, Arkansas, from Dallas, 
Texas, which branch gets no land grant.
